was made for fear that it might be

into an alarming incident of Japa- 
nese-American relations. 


Woods succeeded Charles Eeech- 


er Warren at Tokio and is con- 
sidered by state department offi- 
cials to have made "an excellent 
record." 
He came Into the diplo- 


matic service early In the Harding

ambassador to Spain. He was for- 
merly secretary of state for Penn- 
sylvania.
